And a big thanks to the Marion County Ambulance District for 
letting us use their Training Center and EOC for Field Day. I've submitted the Field Day entry to ARRL 
(see the summary in Jim's article), and have uploaded the Field Day logs to ARRL's LoTW.

Field Day Musings de N9JF 


2016 ARRL Field Day is a wrap. Field Day "is not a contest"...but you can make of it whatever you want! 
There were several shared and individual goals going into this year's event. Without having explicitly 
asked just what those are/were, | think | can infer a few of them. We wanted to pull off a joint operation 
with the Hannibal Amateur Radio Club in order to foster cooperation between the two groups. We 
wanted to be "effectively operational" in a communications exercise. It was important to meet other 
hams and their families in a social setting. Operational goals ranged from "carrying on" to "totally new 
experiences". The CW group wanted to make a thousand QSO's. The "GOTA Group" (Get On The Air) 
wanted to introduce new operators to proper operating procedures and help make them comfortable 
on the air. 


The logistics involved setting up of radios, computers, antennas and feedlines to put a total of four 
stations on the air within the Marion County Ambulance Training facility. Quite a bit of work was put 
into the antennas in advance by WB2UFO and others. On Saturday morning, a good-sized group of 
members of both clubs assembled to put together the necessary equipment. 


To say the weather was "oppressive" really doesn't adequately express just how hot one could get 
while erecting (and later, tearing down) the antenna systems. We put up a total of six antennas (one 
vertical, one G5RV and four dipoles) each of which require supports, guys and feedlines. We probably 
strung out a total of over 700 feet of coax. Fortunately, there were a lot of individuals helping! About 11 
a.m., WO9WE remarked that it didn't seem "normal" to be nearly done with setup with the start of the 
event still two hours away. There are always last-minute details, but when the 1 p.m. bell sounded, the 
CW, SSB and "GOTA stations were ready to roll. 


Band conditions were not great. | can't speak for the phone folks, but on cw it seemed that the bands 
never really "rolled". All of the radios kept working, the N1MM logging software cooperated, and the 
antennas seemed effective. We could work just about anyone we called, but CQing wasn't as exciting 
as in some years. Though we checked the higher bands, this was an 80/40/20 meter event. You take 
what you get and run with it. 
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Both the CW and GOTA stations were on the air for the full 24 hours. On CW, we had a great time. By 
interspersing some naps, KOCA, W9WE, KGOTW and | put together just shy of 800 contacts. It was 
obvious that the GOTA station, using callsign WOMTL, did very well. W9IRE put his TS520 on the air for 
10 CW contacts. Nobody got injured (except perhaps heat stroke and acute chigger poisoning). The 
carry-in dinner supplemented the excellent grilled offerings, and much visiting ensued over the meal. 


The fact that we had good antenna separation and orientation proved to give a minimal amount of 
interference between stations. We could operate on 75 phone and 80 CW at the same time with NO 
problems, and co-exist on 40 and 20 CW and SSB. 


The final submission to ARRL by KOCA shows a total of 3974 QSO points, plus 1570 "bonus points", 
for 5544 total score. Claiming these took a lot of work by several individuals (none of them me...) for 
publicity, emergency power, etc. I'd call it a success!
